How They Treat fhe Roads Oul 
West—ta Nebraska. 


How Thev Built Roads Ont in No- 
braska—Ones That Kept in First Class | 
Order in the Wrst of Weather, was 
the subject of an address by Olayton 
M. Lewelling, before the State Farm- 
ers’ Institute of Talbot County Wed- 
nesday. Ho said that in those states 
where the road used to be nearly im- 
passable they are now kept in good 
conditien at a small expense by using 
what they term a split log drag.

Relation of Bees to. Piants. 

The pollen of flowers must be car 
ried principally by tnsects—that of 
one flower to other flowers of the 
same eort—in order to bring about 
the fertilization and production of 
weed. Of all the insect carriers the 
bees are the most important. They 
visit the flowers for aectar and pollen 
and when so doing they carry the 
dust-like pollen from flower to fow: 
or, leaving u little of that previously 
guthered each time they alight on a 
blossom. ` Now suppose that all bees 
visited indiscriminately every sort of 
flower, it would continually happen 
that the pollen of ‘one species of 
plant would be left on the flower of 
quite a different species, where it 
would be altogether useless. It ia 
desirable, therefore, that each kind 
of bee shonjd visit ons particular kind 
of plant, or at any rate should prefer 
certain kinds. This we find to be 
more or less the case and there are 
many bees that never visit more 
than one sort of flower. The number 
of different kinds of flowers are very 
great and consequently it is not sur 
prising to find that there are many 
sorts of bees.— Indiana Farmer.

Value of Skim Miik for Fecding. 

The ‘teats that have been made in 
feeding pigs skim milk at the several 
experiment stations are about in ge- 
cord a8 showing Ita value for this 
purpose, One of these stations which 
carried on careful experiments re- 
ports results as follows: There were 
37 pigs in the feeding trial, averag- 
ing 40 pounds each. They were fed 
133 days on skim milk and grain and 
the average gain) was 169 pounds, 
Another lot of pigs’ weighing 63 
pounds each were fed on grain alone, 
and thelr average ‘gain wan 110 
pounds. ‘ 

These experiments show that pigs 
fed on grain and milk are enabled to 
ent much more feed than those on 
grain alone; those on grain and milk 
ate 4.24 pounds of dry matter per 
head daily; the pigs on grain alone 
3.98 pounds of dry matter per head 
@aily, and the dally average of the 
pigs on milk alone was only 2 pounds 
of dry matter.—Des Moines Farmer.

‘The six Swiss Mte- Insurance com- 
panies write more policies for the 
Bwiss people than all the numerous 
foreign companies combined. These 
domestic ‘companies’ have 86,000 
policies, in force, amounting to $60,- 
000,000. Following them come the 
eight German. companies, with 23,- 
000 policies, valued at $23,000,000; 
eleven French companies with 19,~ 
000 policies; amounting to 633,000. 
000 and five English firms, whose 
8,000 policies represent $14,000,000. 

The New York Life, the Equitable 
and the Germania are the. only 
American companies holding con- 
cessions, Of these the, Hquitable 
cessed operating some years ago, but 
still has unexpired policies, while the 
total number of their policies writ- 
ten by the American companies is 
2,700, amounting to $6,000,000. The 
American companies are obliged to 
deposit with thé government se- 
curities or cash, upon which Interest 
is pald, to an amount representing 
tho present net value of all their out- 
standing policies in force in Switzer- 
land, as well as a further amount of 
$10,000. Other companies, both do- 
mest and foreign, deposit only 
$20,000 and no further security is 
required of them, This apparent die- 
crimination. against the American 
companies is explained by the state- 
ment of the insurance office, which 
gays that it has no adequate means 
of ascertaining the legitimate values 
of the resources of the American 
companies. 

There is a federal fee amounting 
to one-tenth. of 1 per cent. of the 
yearly premiums on Swiss business 
‘aside from the usual income and 
property tax. In each of the S#iss 
cantons where business is done a 
legal domicile must be established 
by the cdmpany, a general agent for 
the entire country must be ap 
pointed, and a copy of his power of 
attorney filed with the insurance of- 
fice. Concessions are granted only 
after sufficient proof of the stability 
of the concern has been furnished, 
If the government requires any in- 
formation concerning a company not 
contained in its regular tariff, statis- 
tics or yearly report, a demand may 
be made upon the general agent and 
he is obliged to furnish the details 
called for, an well au permit exami 
nation of the accounts covering all 
branches of administration.

In almost all the twenty-two Swiss 
cantons fire insurance, excepting on | 
extraordinary risks, ia written by the 
cantonal government to the 8 
aion of private enterprise, and is, in 
most cases, obligatory, The cantons, 
however, reinsure with private com- 
panies, mostly foreign. In the agri- 
cultural districts insurance against 
damage by hailetorms has met with 
considerable success, The Swiss hall 
insurance companies appear to be 
doing a good business, One of them 
collected premiums to the amount of 
$120,000 in one year, A form of in- 
surance called “chomage’ insurance, 
that entitles property owners to re- 
imbura¢ment from loss of 288% or 

rent as a result of fires, cannot be 
contracted without the written con- 

gent of the authorities or the com- 
pany holding fire risks on the prop- 
erty.

ANOTHER AMERICAN INVASION. 

The magnitude which bas been at- 
tained by the American automobile 
industry is suggested by H. P. Bur- 
chell'a statement in Outing Magazine 
that whereae 1 1899, practically five 
years ago, only 50 motor cars were 
owned in America, the individual 
owners now number 70,000. Reckon- 
ing these machines as costing $1,006 
each, no less than $70,000,000 has thus 
been expended for the new vehicles. 
And the larger part of this sum went 
for machines of domestic manufac 
ture, Inasmuch as the value of foreign 
machines imported is but $2,000,000 
annually. —Brooklyn Eagle.

iting that section. Hudson went 
ashore, where he held a friendly 
conference with these Indians. He 
Offered the chief. some spirits to 
drink, but the bottle was passed 
around from’ one tò another un- 
touched, until one chief made a Ht- 
tle speech to his fellows, in which he 
explained that it would be disrespect- 
ful to refuse the gift offered by the 
strangers, and declared that he 
would drink it if it killed him, He 
thereupon took a huge draught and 
was soon in a drunken atupor there- 
from.

He 
owned 140 horses, 112 cows, 226 oxen, 
600 sheep and a large number of hogs. 
He employed 260 negro hands.

The world ig full’ ‘of people wio, 
+ have to do carried. They are torn 
weak and helpless. and they never 
get so that they can’ stand niona: 
Four men carrying one man is no 
unusual sight.) The chronic invalid 
who was taken into the presence of 
the Great Physician in Judea sen- 
turies ago was only a type of vast 
masses of the human race in all 
lands and in, all ages who are bir 
dens upon society from their birth 
to their death. They are the vie- 
tims of heredity. Besides those un- 
fortunates who are not to blame for 
their condition there is a great host 
composed of men and women who 
are suffering the effects of thelr oon 
folly, reaping the harvest ot pain 
they themselves have sowed. 

They have recklessly maltreated 
their bodies and are paying the pen- 
alty of abuse. They have steered 
their physical vessel. upon the rocks 
and what there is left ia only a- bat- 
tered wreck pulled out of the jawa 
of death. And then there is in every 
community a considerable contin- 
gent of the shiftiess, lazy, ne'er do 
well, happy-go-lucky ` Individuals, 
who depend upon society which they 
claim owes them a living to cover 
their nakedness and to keep them 
from starving. It is no longer possi- 
blè to enforce the rule If any man 
will not work, neither shall he eat." 
Whether we like it or not, society as 
at present constituted, says these 
people must not die on our hands. 

Tt Is because of this condition of 
things that the strong are perpetu- 
all; reminded of the presence of the 
weak, and the duty of caring for 
them. Those who have money must 
give it, those who have influence 
must use it, those who have strength 
must exert it. The cry for help or 
the piteous appeal of the sight of 
suffering is ever with us and when- 
over we will we may do good. 

And after all that is as it should 
be. All human trouble ought to roll 
Itself on the broadest shoulders, not 
on the weakest. The best men ought 
to be the most patient, the most de- 
serving should be the most forbear- 
Ing. It is better to be one of the 
four men who carry, than to be the 
Ofth man who ts carried. Rich mdn 
ought to bear the infirmities of the 
poor. Wise men ought to bear the 
infirmities of the ignorant ` Strong 
men ought to bear with the feeble 


men. Cultured people ought to bear, 


with the rude and Illiterate, The 
highest should stoop to the lowest. 
Humanity should rise as a whole, 
not in classes and sects. If a bulld- 
Ing needs elevation; wedo not put the 
jackscrews under the eaves to litt 
the roof off, but under the founda- 
tions that the whole structure may 
tise together. The solidarity of the 
face demands that the classes and 
the masses għall be so fnextricably 
joined in the human structure, that 
they cannot be treated apart from 
each other. That which affects the 
head will affect the foot, and neither 
Can say to the other, I have no 
feed of you,” 

This law is recognized in the fam- 
ly. The baby is the ruler of the 
household, because he is the most 
helpless thing in it, Aud the 
weaker he is, and the more meddle- 
some and cranky as he grows older, 
the more is this law observed. The 
neighbors may think the child 
Apollyon, to the mother he is al- 
ways Apollo.

She brings out the 
glib students on visiting days, bit 
she pnts her strength into sowing: 
the seeds of knowledge in that ob- 
tube child's head. 

So it is in the state. Good uen 
pay the taxes of bad men. Virtuous 
men pay the bills of dissipated men, 
Patriotic men settle the debts of dis- 
loyal men. The people support the 
politicians, The g bear up the 
bad, and are the subjects of them. 

And this law has its application in 
the duty of one race to another. We 
have no right to discount and ignore 
races of men because they are black 
or brown, or yellow. Africa has a 
claim upon us.
